The regular meeting of the Planning 
‘Board was called to order by the Chairman, 
John Brisbin, at 7:30 P.M. 


ROLL CALL 


Present—Commissioners Brisbin, Leadley, 
Miller, Obrecht, Ridenour, Sinas and 
Toebe—7. 


Councilman Potter (Council Committee) 


Absent—Councilman Belen (Council Com- 
mittee)—1. 


The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of December 18, 1957, were considered read 
and approved. 


The tabled petition by Mr. O. J. Beets 
to rezone Lots 3 & 4, Block 1, F. C. Tay- 
lor’s Replat of Dell’s Subdivision of Lot 
14, Seymour’s Subdivision, (N.W. Corner 
Cleveland and Saginaw St.) from “B” 
One Family Residence Ditrict to ‘“F’’ Com- 
mercial District was discussed with Mr. 
Beets. Mr. Beets stated that he does not 
believe that ‘“D-1” Professional Offices Dis- 
trict would be the proper zoning for his 
intended use of the property, this classifica- 
tion having been suggested at the last 
meeting. After considerable discussion, it 
was moved and supported that this petition 
be again tabled until such time as we are 
further advised by Mr. Beets after he has 
consulted his attorney regarding the neces- 
sary zoning classification for his use. 


Motion carried. 


The Director reported that a letter had 
been received from the Attorney for Mr. 
DeMarco regarding the vacation of Euclid 
Place from Pennsylvania Ave. to Bement 
St. and that the Attorney, Mr. Brake, had 
advised him that he desires to pursue the 
matter of an agreement with the C. & O. 
Rail Road and that Mr. Brake has asked 
that this matter be tabled to the February 


meeting to permit him to make further 
investigation. It was moved and supported 
that the matter of the vacating of Euclid 
Place from Pennsylvania Ave. to Bement 
St. be tabled to the February meeting. 


Motion carried. 


A letter from the Fisher Body Division 
of General Motors Corp. addressed to the 
Mayor and City Council and referred to 
the Planning Board regarding the use 
of Park property between Stanley St. and 
the Belt Line Rail Road South of W. 
Saginaw St. for parking purpose was 
read, After drawings showing the closing 
of portions of Stanley St., Durant St. and 
Drexel Road were projected on the screen 
by the Staff, Councilman Heller expressed 
his belief that additional parking area for 
Fisher Body Corp. would cause a traffic 
hazard for the children. Mr. Weller, 2005 
Drexel Road stated that, after several 
meetings of the residents in the area, it 
is their feeling that the use of the above 
named property for parking would be 
undesirable to the property owners in the 
area. He also stated that a parking lot 
would cause dust and noise in this area 
and that the residential property owners 
should not be made to suffer in order to 
permit the expansion of the Fisher Body 
Corp. He pointed out that the use of 
additional area for parking would tend 
to increase presently excessive traffic in 
the residential area, thus adversely affect- 
ing the property values. He suggested that 
the property might well be used for a park. 
Mr. Forbis, 2009 N. Genesee Dr., owner 
of a business at 2010 W. Saginaw, stated 


- that additional parking in this area would 


create additional trafic on W. Saginaw 
St. further injuring his business on this 
busy highway. Mr. Baumgart, 2004 N. 
Genesee Drive, suggested that a Junior 
High School and football stadium be erected 
on this property. Mrs. Robert Brown, 
1816 S. Genesee Drive, stated that she 
has been a resident of this area almost 
all her life and that the present traffic is 
dangerous to children especially at the 
Corner of Osborn and Verlinden. Mr. Joe 
Whitesell, 2001 Drexel Road, stated that 
in his opinion Fisher Body Corp. has suf- 
ficient parking area at present and the 
use of the property in question would 
further increase traffic on Stanley St. and 
Osborn Road by outgoing vehicles. Com- 
missioner Ridenour suggested that he be 
excused from voting. It was moved and 
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supported that Commissioner Ridenour be 
permitted to vote on this matter. 


Motion lost. 


It was then moved and supported that 
this matter be tabled to the February meet- 
ing to permit opportunity to also discuss 
the matter with a representative of Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. 


Motion carried. 


Rules of Administrative Procedure were 
again discussed. Commissioner Obrecht 
submitted the following amendment to the 
Rules of Administrative Procedure to be 
acted upon at the February meeting: ‘“The 
affirmative vote of six members of the 
Planning Board is required to recommend 
the rezoning of property to the City Coun- 
cil and the affirmative vote of five mem- 
bers of the Planning Board is required on 
all other recommendations to the City 
Council.” Commissioner Sinas submitted 
the following amendment to the Rules of 
Administrative Procedure to be acted upon 
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at the February meeting: ‘‘The affirmative 
vote of five members of the Planning Board 
is required to make any recommendation to 
the City Council.” 


Procedure to be employed by the Plan- 
ning Staff regarding petitions for rezoning, 
tabled at the last meeting, was again 
discussed. It was moved and supported that 
the office of the City Planning Department 
be instructed to continue to assist the 
taxpayers of the City of Lansing and any 
other petitioners in the preparation of 
zoning petitions or other pertinent busi- 
ness in any way necessary. 


Motion carried. 


Chairman Brisbin appointed Commission- 
er Obrecht as Chairman of the Zoning 
Committee. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:45 P.M.

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of January 2, 1958, were approved. 


Mr. Harold Davis, agent for Lyle Sev- 
erance, spoke in favor of the rezoning of 
his property in the 4900 Block S. Cedar 
Street to permit the erection of a modern 
gasoline filling station with no inside serv- 
ice. He pointed out that this property is 
directly adjacent to the new shopping cen- 
ter under construction at the N.W. Corner 
of Jolly Rd. and Cedar St. It was moved 
and supported that we recommend to the 
City Council that the petition by Lyle 
Severance to rezone property Com. at a 
point on the West right-of-way line of 
Cedar Street 33 feet West of the center 
of said street, said point being North 568 
ft. from the South section line of Section 
338, T4N, R2W, City of Lansing at a dis- 
tance of 1,263.15 ft. East of the South 4 
post of said Section 83, running thence 
South parallel with Cedar St. 163 ft., thence 
West 150 ft., thence North 168 ft., thence 
East 150 ft. to the point of beginning, 
(4900 Block S. Cedar St.) from ‘A’ One 
Family Residence District to “‘E-1”? Drive- 
In Shop District be granted because the 
requested rezoning is a logical extension 
of an existing commercial district and will 
operate ideally in connection with the ad- 
jacent planned shopping center. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 


petition of the Cedarway Free Methodist 
Church to rezone Lot 1, Julia R. Lather’s 
Sunnyside Subd. (512 Samantha St.) from 
“A” Qne Family Residence District to 
“B” One Family Residence District be 
granted because the requested zoning is 
a logical extension of an existing “B’”’ One 
Family Residence District. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Einar Larsen presented development 
plans in connection with the petition by 
the Melling Forging Co. to rezone property 
in the 1700 and 1800 Blocks Thompson St. 
and 1800 Block Benjamin Drive. It was 
moved and supported that we recommend 
to the City Council that the petition by 
Melling Forging Co. to rezone the N. 10 
ft. of Lot 3, all of Lots 4, 5 & 6, Block 5, 
Lincoln Heights Subd. from “F-1” Com- 
mercial District to ‘“I’? Heavy Industrial 
District and Lots 9 through 23 inclusive, 
Block 5, Lincoln Heights Subd. from ‘C’’ 
Two Family Residence District to ‘TI’ 
Heavy Industrial District and Lots 1 
through 6 inclusive, Block 2, Lincoln 
Heights Subd. from ‘“C’ Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “F-1’? Commercial Dis- 
trict be granted and that Lots 7, 8, 24 and 
25, Block 5, Lincoln Heights Subd. also 
be rezoned from “C’? Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “I’? Heavy Industrial 
District (1700 and 1800 Blocks Thompson 
St. and 1800 Block Benjamin Drive) be- 
cause the requested zoning is a logical ex- 
tension of an existing industrial area. 


Motion carried. 


Mrs. Donald McKim explained her re- 
quest for rezoning of property at the N.E. 
Corner of Pennsylvania and Cavanaugh 
Rd. and expressed her wish to revise her 
petition for rezoning to eliminate her 
request to rezone Lot 59 of Pennway Sub. 
No. 1 and the immediately adjoining 66 
ft. of property to the South from ‘‘A”’ One 
Family Residence District to ‘“D-M’” Mul- 
tiple Dwelling District and to eliminate 
her request to rezone her property begin- 
ning 40 ft. North and 209.75 ft. East of 
the South 1% post of N.W. % of Sec. 34, 
T4N, R2W, City of Lansing, thence North 
218 feet parallel with Penn. Ave., thence 
East 112 ft., thence South 213 ft., thence 
West 112 ft., to the point of beginning. 
(West side of Alpha St.) She stated that 
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this request is based on the discussion of 
the request for rezoning with the prop- 
erty owners in the area. Mr. Henry Ad- 
amski stated that the original petition was 
the same as had been presented before 
and that the property owners in the area 
would protest it on the basis that their 
residential property would be devaluated. 
He also presented a letter from Mr. Otto 
Kern, owner of property at 4022 Alpha 
St., encouraging the elimination of “D-1” 
Professional Offices zoning on Alpha St. 
and the elimination of the public way on 
the basis that the public way would be- 
come a neighborhood nuisance from a 
safety standpoint to the children in the 
area. Mrs. McKim again explained the 
elimination of the parcels in her request 
for revision of the rezoning petition as well 
as the public way. It was moved and sup- 
ae te that the petition as revised be 
ta a 


Motion lost. 


It was then moved and supported that 
we recommend to the City Council that 
the revised petition by Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
McKim, Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth McKim 
and Mr. and Mrs. John Pudliner to rezone 
property beginning 385 ft. North and 
209.75 ft. East of the. South 1% post of 
N.W. % of Sec. 34, T4N, R2W, City of 
Lansing, thnce North 66 ft., thence East 
132 ft., thence South 66 ft., thence West 
132 ft. to point of beginning, (West side 
of Alpha St.) from ‘“‘D-M” Multiple Dwell- 
ing District to “A” One Family Residence 
District and property beginning 40 ft. 
North and 57.75 ft. East of the S. 14 Post 
of N.W. \% of Sec. 34, T4N, R2W, City of 
Lansing, thence North 411 ft. on East 
line of Penn. Ave., thence East 132 ft., 
thence South 411 ft., thence West 132 ft. 
(N.E. Corner of Pennsylvania Ave. and 
Cavanaugh Rd.) from ‘“D-M” Multiple 
Dwelling District to “D-1’’ : Professional 
Offices District be granted. 


Motion lost. 


Attorney Jack W. Warren representing 
the owners of property in the 1500 Block 
E. Grand River Ave. called attention to 
the uses of property farther to the West 
on Grand River Ave. as well as at the inter- 
section of Grand River and Sheridan Sts. 
and stated that the owners of the property 
are restaurant people but have no specific 
plans in mind for the use of this property. 
Chairman Brisbin announced that Com- 
missioner Sinas has disqualified himself 
from voting on this petition. After dis- 
cussion of the possibility of a more appro- 
priate zoning classification on this prop- 
erty, it was moved and supported that 
we recommend to the City Council that 
the petition by Sonia, John and Ginka 
Lewis to rezone property beginning on 
the North line of East Grand River Ave., 
10 rods and 23 links West of the East 
line of Section 10, T4N, R2W, City of Lan- 
sing, Ingham County, Michigan, thence 
North 40° West 185 ft., thence North 48° 
East 165 ft., thence Southeasterly parallel 
with the North line of said Grand River 
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Ave. to the Easterly line of property con- 
veyed by deed recorded in the office of the 
Register of Deeds, County of Ingham, in 
Liber 560 of Deeds, page 538; thence 
South 40° West to point of beginning, (1500 
Block E, Grand River Ave.) be not granted 
because the requested zoning would con- 
stitute spot zoning and is improperly 
located for commercial use and is not in 
eonformity with the proposals of the Master 
Plan and would be more suitable for Mul- 
tiple Dwelling Development. 


Motion lost. 


Mr. Harold Davis explained the pro- 
posed use of property at 800, 802, 810 N. 
Larch St. and filed a statement signed 
by the balance of the property owners in 
the 800 Block N. Larch St. expressing 
themselves as favoring the rezoning of 
their properties also. It was moved and 
supported that we recommend to the City 
Council that the petition by Geneva V. 
Rowe, Ricardo Costello and George Monroe 
to rezone Lots 8 & 9, Block 2, Assessor’s 
Plat No. 82 of Lots 4 to 17 inclusive, of 
Block 16, Original Plat (800, 802, 810 N. 
Larch St.) from “C” Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “H” Light Industrial 
District be granted and that Lots 4, 5, 6, 7, 
10 & 11, of Block 2, Assessor’s Plat No. 32 
also be rezoned from “C’’ Two Family 
Residence District to “H’’ Light Indus- 
trial District because the requested zoning 
is an extension of an industrial district 
and is in conformity with the overall plan 
for the area. 


Motion carried. 


Commissioner Obrecht was excused from 
the meeting at 11:30 P.M. 


A statement by Councilman Horace J. 
Bradshaw, Councilman of the third ward, 
(copy on file) reciting the history of the 
rezoning of the Colonial Village Shopping 
Center area and the deed restrictions filed 
in connection therewith and suggesting 
that careful attention be given to any 
deed restrictions which may be filed at 
this time on this property, was read. 
Mr. Harold Davis, Agent for Donald Ruth- 
ruff and Edward Kramer, spoke in favor 
of the rezoning of a portion of the ‘J’ 
Parking District at the S.W. Corner of 
Pattengill and Mt. Hope Aves. to “F” 
Commercial District to permit construc- 
tion of gasoline pumps in connection with 
a gasoline filling station to be constructed 
on the presently commercially zoned prop- 
erty, explaining to the audience the pro- 
cedure regarding public hearing by the 
City Council if the rezoning is recom- 
mended. He also stated that he originally 
proposed the deed restrictions on the Col- 
onial Village Shopping Center area subject 
to the cooperation of the surrounding 
property owners at the time the petition 
for rezoning for a shopping center on 
this property was before the Planning Com- 
mission and City Council and that since 
this cooperation was not given he feels 
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that the owners have been relieved of their 
obligation. He informed the audience that 
a drive-in type of. business is prepared 
and anxious to purchase this property to 
be occupied by a drive-in business if it 
cannot be used for a gasoline filling sta- 
tion. Mr. R. W. Dilworth, representing 
the Gulf Oil Corp. who are interested in 
purchasing this property, stated that his 
Company stands ready to place deed re- 
strictions on the property outlining the 
conditions under which the gasoline filling 
station will operate, these deed restrictions 
to be enforceable by the property owners 
within 300 ft. He also stated that his 
Company is prepared to deed a strip of 
property 7 ft. in width along the West line 
of Pattengill Ave. for the full length of this 
property for possible eventual street widen- 
ing and to deed a 20 ft. strip on the east- 
erly portion at the rear of this property 
for the extension of the alley to Pattengill 
Ave. Mr. Thomas McGurrin, Attorney for 
Gulf Oil Corp., confirmed Mr. Dilworth’s 
statements regarding deed restrictions. Mr. 
Larry Daggett, 1911 Pattengill Ave., sug- 
gested that future deed restrictions on this 
property should be so drawn that property 
owners should be notified if any changes 
are to be made. Mr. Harold Higgens, 1515 
Berkley Dr., questioned as to why zoning 
which was proper 6 years ago was not 
proper at this time. He stated that it was 
his understanding when the property was 
originally zoned that there was to be no 
gasoline filling station in the shopping 
center and questioned the need of an outlet 
for the Gulf Oil Corp. at this location 
since they already have a gasoline station 
within three blocks. He pointed out. that 
a building for a gasoline station cannot 
be used for any other purpose if the gaso- 
line station is discontinued. Mr. Don Bry- 
han, 1510 E. Mt. Ave., stated that removal 
of the deed restrictions was an injustice 
to the Planning Commission of 6 years 
ago and that an error cannot be corrected 
by committing another error. He also 
stated that F.H.A. loans may not be ob- 
tained on the property opposite the shop- 
ping center. Mr. Walter Riley, 2127 
Quentin, expressed concern over the traffic 
created by a gasoline filling station off 
from and on to Pattengill Ave. which may 
eause a hazard to school children. Mr. 
Kobus, 2121 Quentin, suggested that the 
Planning Board do not recommend _ this 
zoning. Mr. Raymond Brown, 2116 Quen- 
tin, stated that he would like to see the 
original deed restrictions placed on this 
property enforced. After considerable dis- 
cussion it was moved and supported that 
we recommend to the City Council that 
the petition by Donald Ruthruff and Ed- 
ward Kramer to rezone property beginning 


at a point which is 60 ft. West and 60 ft. 
South of the Southwest corner of Mt. Hope 
Avenue and Pattengill Avenue in the City 
of Lansing, Ingham County, Michigan; 
thence South parallel with the West line 
of Pattengill Ave. 170 ft.; thence West 
five ft.; thence North parallel with the 
West line of Pattengill Ave. 100 ft.; thence 
W. parallel with the S. line of Mt. Hope 
Ave. 67 ft.; thence N. parallel with the 
West line of Pattengill Ave. 70 ft.; thence 
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East parallel with the S. line of Mt. Hope 
Ave, 72 ft. to the point of beginning. 
(S.W. Corner of Pattengill and W. Mt. 
Hope Ave.) from “J” Parking District to 
“F” Commercial District be granted sub- 
ject to deeding of a 20 ft. strip of prop- 
erty for the continuance of the alley to 
Pattengill Ave. 


Motion lost. 


It was then moved and supported that 
we recommend to the City Council that 
the petition by Donald Ruthruff and Edward 
Kramer to rezone property beginning at a 
point which is 60 ft. West and 60 ft. South 
of the Southwest corner of Mt. Hope Ave. 
and Pattengill Ave. in the City of Lan- 
sing, Ingham County, Michigan; thence 
South parallel with the West line of Pat- 
tengill Ave. 170 ft.; thence West five ft. ; 
thence North parallel with the West line 
of Pattengill Ave. 100 ft.; thence W. 
parallel with the S. line of Mt. Hope Ave. 
67 ft.; thence N. parallel with the West 
line of Pattengill Ave. 70 ft.; thence East 
parallel with the S. line of Mt. Hope Ave. 
72 ft. to the point of beginning (S.W. cor- 
ner of Pattengill and W. Mt. Hope Ave.) 
from “J” Parking District to “F’ Com- 
mercial District be granted. 


Motion lost. 


Mr. William Bake and Mr. Irwin Hinchey 
representing Fisher Body Corp. presented 
a drawing to show how they would like 
to use the park property on the S. side 
of W. Saginaw St. at the Belt Line Tracks 
for off-street parking. It was suggested 
that perhaps additional parking for Fisher 
Body Corp. could be found on the W. side 
of the Belt Line Tracks near W. Michigan 
Ave. Mr. Clayton Weller, 2605 Drexel 
Rd., presented copies of a statement of 
opinions by the Verlinden area residents 
to each member of the Board. A _ letter 
from the Verlinden School Parent-Teach- 
ers Association expressing concern over 
the additiona) trafic problem in connection 
with an expanded Fisher Body parking lot 
and asking for consideration of the safety 
of the school children in this area was 
read. It was suggested by the property 
owners in the area that, since a full board 
is not present, that this matter might well 
be tabled to the next meeting to enable 
all board members to be informed of the 
wishes and opinions of all people concerned. 
It was moved and supported that this 
matter be tabled to the March 6, 1958, 
meeting of the Board. 


Motion carried. 


At the request of the property owners 
in the Fisher Body area, it was moved 
and supported that this matter be placed 
first on the agenda at the March 6, 1958, 
meeting. 


Motion carried. 
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It was moved and supported that the 
tentative Plat of Kobel Heights Sub. be 
tentatively approved. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Richard Brake, Attorney for Mr. 
Joseph DeMarco, explained his findings 
regarding the rights of the C. & O. R. R. 
in event of the vacation of Euclid Place 
between Pennsylvania Ave. and Bement 
St. Residents in the area protested the 
vacating of this street on the basis that 
it would be costly to the City to again 
acquire this property in the event an over- 
pass or under-pass is constructed at the 
C. & O. Track and that the possible en- 
largement of the present building would 
further restrict vision of traffic on Penn- 
sylvania Ave. as it approaches C. & O. 
Tracks. It was moved and supported this 
matter be tabled to the March 6, 1958, 
meeting to permit the petitioner to pre- 
sent a survey of the property and to obtain 
the City Attorney’s opinion regarding the 
petitioner’s attorney’s findings regarding 
the rights of the C. & O. R. R. in event 
of vacating of this street. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
matter of the vacant lot at S. Pennsylvania 
Ave. and Pershing Ave., the letters from 
the State Highway Department regarding 
the disposal of property in the 400 to 
500 Blocks of Liberty St. and disposal of 
property at Saginaw and Larch Sts. be 
tabled until sufficient Board members are 
present as required by the Rules of Ad- 
ministrative Procedure to make a recom- 
mendation to the City Council. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that a letter 
be sent to the City Council as follows: 
“On November 1, 1957 the Planning Board 
submitted a letter to the City Council 
advising your Honorable Body that the 
Planning Board, on the basis of our present 
understanding of Phases 1, 2 and 8 relating 
to Saginaw St., Sheridan St., Jefferson St., 
and Oakland Ave., submitted to the Board 
by the City Council, regards them as not 
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practical according to good planning prin- 
ciples and the necessities of traffic move- 
ment for the City of Lansing. The Plan- 
ning Board respectfully requested a meet- 
ing with the Mayor and City Council, sit- 
ting as a committee of the whole, for a full 
discussion of this subject before making 
a final report. 


The Planning Board believes that the 
over-all trunk line network of State and 
Federal Highways in the city justifies 
further study together with the above mat- 
ter which is immediately before us and 
that a decision should not be made on a 
piece-meal basis but should take into ac- 
count the whole net-work. 


The Planning Board has discussed alter- 
nates to Phase 1, 2 and 3 and again re- 
spectfully requests a meeting with the 
Mayor and City Council at the earliest 
possible moment to review this matter.’’ 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
matter of Amendments to Rules of Admin- 
istrative Procedure be tabled until] sufficient 
number of members are present to amend 
the rules. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
1958-1959 Budget of the Planning Depart- 
ment and Board of Appeals be approved 
as submitted by the Finance Committee. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
6 Year Capital Improvements Program as 
submitted by the Finance Committee be 
approved and transmitted to the Mayor 
and City Council,

second floor and non-compliance with this 
ordinance would make it necessary to 
report the violation to the City Attorney. 
It was moved and supported that we recom- 
mend to the City Council that the petition 
by Zoo L. Parks to rezone Lot 11, Taylor 
Abstract Co.’s Addition (1502 May Street) 
from “B” One Family Residence District 
to “C’”? Two Family Residence District be 
not granted, because the rezoning of this 
property would create a small section of 
“C”’ Two Family Residence in an area 
zoned entirely “B’? One Family Residence 
and would not be based upon a compre- 
hensive plan, because the area is not a 
logical location for a two family residence 
district. 


Motion carried. 


A petition by the Ingham Chest Hospital 
to rezone their property on West Green- 
lawn Avenue from “A” One Family Resi- 
dence District to “D’? Apartment District 
was discussed. It was the feeling of the 
Zoning Committee that it is possible that 
at some future time parts of the undevel- 
oped area of this property may be sold and 
removed from the control of the Chest 
Hospital. It was pointed out that if this 
property were to be used by any unit of 
government that the City Council may 
issue a permit to allow special uses. It 
was moved and supported that the petition 
to rezone Lots 134, 135, 186 & 220, Green- 
croft Subdivision, also commencing 50 ft.

W. of cen. of 
Sec. 28 running W. pll. with E. & W. 4 
line 50 ft. S.E.’ly, 206 ft. to Pt. 200 ft. 
S. of beg., N. 200 ft. to beg., also exc. 
commencing in E’ly line of Washington

line—N.E.’ly along Ave. 50 ft., S.E.’ly 
178.9 ft. to pt. 200 ft. due E. of beg.,

ment District be not granted, because the

Attorney Vern Andrews represented Mrs. 
Kate Albers in her petition to rezone prop- 
erty at 723 Berry Avenue from “A”? One 
Family Residence District to ‘FF’? Com- 
mercial District. It was pointed out that 
this area is solidly developed for single 
family residence use. It was moved and 
supported that the petition by Mrs. Kate 
Albers to rezone entire Lot No. 164, Lot 
155 except the West 145.87 feet of the 
South 9 feet; also the East 42 feet of the 
North % of Lot No. 156, Half Acre Land 
Company Subdivision of a part of the S. % 
of the S. % of Sections 28 and 29, T4N, 
R2W, City of Lansing, Ingham County, 
Michigan, (728 Berry Avenue) from “A” 
One Family Residence to ‘“F’? Commercial 
District be not granted because the re- 
quested zoning is not in keeping with the 
strong residential character of the neigh- 
borhood. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Herbert Kierstead representing Mid 
State Builders Incorporated, presented 
plans and pictures for the development of 
multiple dwellings on the North side of 
the 1300 block of East Kalamazoo Street, 
including park and play areas, and stated 
that it is his belief that the development 
would be of benefit to the surrounding 
areas. It was moved and supported that 
the petition by Mid State Builders Inc., to 
rezone Lot 1, the E. 172 ft. of Lot 4, the 
E. 172 ft. of Lot 5, the E. 148 ft. of Lot 6, 
the E. 103 ft. of Lot 9, and the E. 23.5 
ft. of Lot 10, all in Assessor’s Plat No. 18, 
City of Lansing, Ingham County, Michigan, 
(1800 Block of East Kalamazoo Street) 
from “C’”? Two Family Residence District to 
*“D-M” Multiple Dwelling District be 
granted, because the requested rezoning is 
of a size that could provide adequate park- 
ing and screening from adjacent areas 
and would be a logical use of the property. 


Motion carried, 


Mr. Zig Kowalski explained that the 
zoning classification line divides his prop- 
erty at 620 N. Pennsylvania Ave. due to 
the division of the original lots in their 
original development. It was moved and 
supported that the petition by Zig Kowalski 
to rezone the North 21 feet of Lot 19, 
Jones and Porter’s Addition, (620 N. Penn- 
sylvania Ave.) from “C’” Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “F’ Commercial Dis- 
trict be granted, because the requested 
rezoning is an extension of the existing 
commercial district and places the entire 
property in a single classification. 


Motion carried. 
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Mr. Edward Cheny appeared in favor 
of the petition to rezone property in the 
1800 block of East Kalamazoo Street from 
“BY” One Family Residence District to

there was discussion regarding the effect 
of a change in zoning on the adjoining 
residential area to the South as well as the 
residential area to the North. It was moved 
and supported that the petition to rezone 
Lots 75, 76, 147, 148, Paul Park Addition 
(1800 block East Kalamazoo Street, South 
Side) from “B’?

would be an encroachment on the prop- 
erties adjoining, which are residential on 
both the North and the South, and addi- 
tional lineal commercial use strung out 
along Kalamazoo Street would act as a 
restriction to traffic movement in an 
already critical area.

Drive-In-Shop District 
be tabled, because the oil company who 
were the prospective users of the property 
were no longer interested, and that he 
would try to make contact with another 
company. It was pointed out that it would 
be unfair to allow the petitioner to go to 
the work and expense of making further 
plans if the petition were likely to be de- 
nied, and that it was felt that the petition 
should not be tabled, but that the petitioner 
should be given an opinion.

A letter from the Board of Water and 
Light relative to their interest in the prop- 
erty South of Saginaw and East of the 
Beltline Railroad now under control of 
the Park Board and desired by the Fisher 
Body Corporation was read and discussed.

It was moved and 
supported that we recommend to the City 
Council that the undeveloped alley described 
as (South 10 feet of Lot No. 1, Block 239, 
City of Lansing) in the rear of the 300 
block of East Michigan Avenue be vacated 
subject to the rights of all utilities therein.

Mr. William Forgrave presented a tenta- 
tive plat for an industrial development in 
Lansing Township in an area which will 
become a part of the City on July 31, 1958.

Mr. Hoffsteader, representing the Wol- 
verine Oil Company, spoke in behalf of 
their petition to rezone property at the 
N.E. and N.W. corners of Kalamazoo and 
Francis Streets from ‘“B” One Family 
Residence District to “F’’ Commercial Dis- 
trict.

The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by the Chair- 
man, John F. Brisbin, at 7:30 P.M. 


ROLL CALL

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of November 6, 1958, were approved. 


Mr. Leo Farhat, attorney, explained the 
use which would be made of the property 
at 500 W. Saginaw Street, if and when, 
it is rezoned to “D-1’’ Professional Office 
District use, stating that there would be 
no retail business on the premises. Mr. 
Roland F. Rhead, 512 W. Saginaw Street, 
representing himself and property owners 
to the north of 500 W. Saginaw Street, 
objected to the granting of the petition on 
the basis that there has been no change in 
the character of the neighborhood, and 
that this would constitute “spot zoning’’. 
He also stated that it is his opinion that 
a limited retail business will be carried 
on, on this property. He further stated 
that before purchasing his property he in- 
quired as to the zoning in that area and 
made his investment on the basis of the 
present zoning in the area. It was moved 
and supported that we recommend to the 
City Council that the petition by Paul 
Corey to rezone the S. 24 ft. of E. 55 
ft. of Lot 5 and E. 55 ft. of Lot 6— 
Block F—Sub of Blocks 26-27 (500 W. 
Saginaw) from “C” Two Family Resi- 
dence District to “D-1’’ Professional Of- 
fice District be granted. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Robert Barry representing the peti- 
tioner and the Shell Oil Company dis- 


played a model of the proposed service sta- 
tion to be located in the NW corner of 
Baker Street and South Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue if the property is rezoned. It was 
moved and supported that we recommend 
to the City Council that the petition by 
Thomas H. Otto and Lucille Coddington 
to rezone Lots 5 & 6 Block 5 Assessor’s 
Plat No. 20 (NW corner Baker Street 
and S. Pennsylvania Ave.) 1434 & 1442 S. 
Pennsylvania Ave.) from ‘C” Two Fam- 
ily Residence District to “E-1’? Drive-In 
Shop District be not granted because the 
location is not proper for commercial use 
and would have a detrimental effect on 
adjacent property and local traffic con- 
ditions. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the S. 
50’ of Lot 2, Assessor’s Plat of Saginaw 
Park (NW corner of Cawood and Saginaw 
Streets) owned by Rose Pizzonia be re- 
zoned from ‘“B” One Family Residence 
District to ‘“‘F’? Commercial District and 
the balance of the property be rezoned 
from “B” One Family Residence District 
to “J”? Parking District providing for a 
properly treated redwood or cedar fence, 
said fence to be of the louvered type with 
boards running perpendicular to the 
ground and five feet six inches in height 
on the north of the property, because the 
proposed zoning is a logical use for the 
property and an extension of an existing 
commercial district. 


Motion carried. 


Attorney Leo Farhat spoke in favor of 
the rezoning at 701 W. Mt. Hope Avenue, 
explaining that the petitioner desired to 
remodel his non-conforming building and 
provide off-street parking. It was moved 
and supported that we recommend to the 
City Council that the petition by Charles 
Joseph to rezone Lot 11 Duplex Park Ad- 
dition (701 W. Mt. Hope Avenue) from 
“C” Two Family Residence District to 
“F’? Commercial District and Lot 12 Du- 
plex Park Addition (701 W. Mt. Hope 
Ave.) from ‘C’” Two Family Residence 
District to ‘J’? Parking District be grant- 
ed, providing for a properly treated red- 
wood or cedar fence, said fence to be of 
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the louvered type with boards running per- 
pendicular to the ground and five feet six 
inches in height on the South and West 
of the property, because the rezoning will 
allow modernization and parking require- 
ments of an established convenience cen- 
ter properly located to provide a service 
to the immediate area. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Sam Corey explained the need of 
off-street parking in connection with the 
commercial use on S, Cedar Street south 
of Baker Street. It was moved and sup- 
ported that we recommend to the City 
Council that the petition by Sam Corey, 
Jr., to rezone Lot 3, Torrance Court Sub- 
division (510 Baker Street) from ‘C’? Two 
Family Residence District to “J” Park- 
ing be granted providing for a properly 
treated redwood or cedar fence, to be lo- 
cated on top of the proposed retaining 
wall, said fence to be of the louvered type 
with boards running perpendicular to the 
ground and with a finished height of five 
feet six inches above the elevation of the 
parking lot, said fence to be on the east 
and south of the property, because the 
requested zoning is needed to provide fa- 
cilities necessary to maintain the com- 
mercial values of an _ existing business 
use on adjacent property. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Doctor Drews to rezone Lot 
5, Hollywood Sub. (SW corner of Mt. 
Hope and Donora Street) from “B’ One 
Family Residence District to “D’’ Apart- 
ment District, and Lot 6 & 7 Hollywood 
Sub. (SW corner of Mt. Hope and Do- 
nora Street) from ‘“B’’ One Family Res- 
idence District to ‘J’? Parking District, be 
not granted because the proposed use 
would constitute “‘spot zoning’ in a pre- 
dominantly single family residential area. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the pe- 
tition by Michigan State Employees Asso- 
ciation to rezone the east 92 feet of Lot 
No. 2, Block No. 4, Claypool Sub. (720 
W. Ottawa St.) from “D-M” Multiple 
Dwelling District to ‘“D-1” Professional 
Office District, be not granted because the 
proposed use would constitute ‘‘spot zon- 
ing’? in an entirely residential district. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Thayer Weingardner, Realtor, spoke 
in favor of the rezoning of property at 
the NW corner of East Grand River Ave- 
nue and Chester Street, stating that the 
property is commercially zoned in the 
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township and is under option by the 
Detroit Automobile Inter-Insurance Ex-s 
change who requested an opinion from. 
the Planning Board as to their recom- 
mendation regarding the zoning of this 
property when the area is annexed to the 
City of Lansing. He also stated that it 
is recognized that this area is not in the 
city limits and, therefore, not before the 
Planning Board in the usual manner, but: 
that he had taken this matter up with 
the City Attorney who advised him that 
since the area is under consideration for 
annexation, the Planning Board could con- 
sider this matter and make a recommen- 
dation to the City Council for their action 
when the property becomes a part of the 
city. The Director reported that he had 
also been so advised and that, therefore,': 
the matter is on the agenda for considera- 
tion by the Board. Commissioner Sinas 
disqualified himself from voting on this 
matter since he has an indirect interest 
in this property. It was moved and sup- 
ported that we recommend to the City 
Council that the petition by The Detroit 
Automobile Inter-Insurance Exchange ‘to 
rezone property described as commencing 
at a point 90 rods South and 15 rods 
East of the center of Section 11, TAN, 
R2W, Lansing Township, Ingham County, 
Michigan, and running thence East 15: 
rods 20 feet, more or less, to center of: 
Chester Road, thence Southerly along the 
center of said road to Grand River Ave- 
nue, thence Northwesterly along the cen- 
ter of said road to a point due South of 
beginning, and thence North to the place 
of beginning (NW corner of E. Grand 
River Ave. and Chester St.), from ‘A’ 
One Family Residence District to ‘“F’” 
Commercial District, be granted at such 
time as this property may be annexed to: 
the City of Lansing because the requested 
zoning is a logical use of the property and 
is properly located for commercial use 
hog adequate room for off-street facili- 
ies. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
tabled petition by S. N. Abood to rezone 
property in the 500 block of Lincoln and 
Greenlawn Streets, from ‘“B’? One Fam- 
ily Residence District to ‘J’? Parking Dis- 
trict, be taken from the table and consid-, 
ered at this time. 


Motion carried. 


After considerable discussion by the 
Board concerning the need for additional 
parking to permit full commercial devel- 
opment in a _ properly located shopping 
center, as well as the effect of an expand- 
ed parking area adjacent to and into a 
residential area, it was moved and sup- 
ported that the petition by S. N. Abood 
to rezone Lots 98 and 99, Addmore Sub. 
(500 block of Lincoln and Greenlawn St.) 
be again tabled until the property can be 
viewed by the Committee of the Whole. 


Motion carried. 
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A letter from Harry Penfil, requesting 
that the petition to rezone the property 
in the 4100 block of S. Cedar Street from 
“A” One Family Residence District to 
“KF”? Commercial District be considered on 
the basis of rezoning to “H” Light In- 
dustrial District to permit a muffler clinic, 
was read. It was suggested that the Board 
of Appeals be requested to make a deter- 
mination as to whether a muffler clinic is 
permitted on commercially zoned property. 
It was moved and supported that we rec- 
ommend to the City Council that the 
east 120’ of Lots 29 and 30, Jessop’s Home 
Garden Subdivision (4100 block S. Cedar 
St.), owned by Harry Penfil be rezoned 
from ‘‘A” One Family Residence District 
to “FEF” Commercial District, and that the 
balance of these lots be rezoned from “A”’ 
One Family Residence District to “J” 
Parking District, because the requested 
rezoning is a logical use of the property. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Edward G. Hacker, appeared before 
the Board to request their recommenda- 
tion to the County Plat Board regarding 
his tentative plat of Meadowview Sub. 
Since this matter was not on the agenda, 
it was moved and supported that the rules 
be suspended and this matter be considered 
at this time. 


His letter to this effect was also read. 
Mr. Hacker was informed that this prop- 
erty is not within the City of Lansing 
and, therefore, not proper for the Plan- 
ning Board to act on at this time, The 
Director reported that the County Plat 
Board has been asking sub-dividers to sub- 
mit: to the Planning Staff, a tentative plat 
on any property within Lansing Town- 
ship, which might likely become a part 
of the city, and their opinion in an ad- 
visory capacity to the County Plat Board. 
It was also reported that this matter had 
een discussed with Mr. Hacker in re- 
gard to reservation for 200’ right-of-way 
through this property for a north south 
by-pass around the city and that an al- 
ternate location through this property for 
the right-of-way has been submitted to 
the Michigan State Highway Department 
for their opinion as to its feasibility and 
that no answer had been received from 
the Michigan State Highway Department. 
Mr. Hacker insisted that whatever action 
Was necessary to get action from the 
County Plat Board be taken at this time. 
It was suggested that this matter be han- 
dled in the same manner that other out- 
lying plats are handled and the Direc- 
tor stated that a letter would be sent 
forthwith to the County Plat Board. 


_It was moved and supported that the 
final Plat of Capital City Warehousing Sub. 
be approved and so recomemnded to the 
City Council. 


, Motion caried. . 


It was moved and supported that the 
final Plat of Delta Manor Sub. No. 3 be 
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approved, and be so recommended to the 
City Council. . 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
final Plat of Hunter Sub. be approved, 
and be so recommended to the City Coun- 
cil. 


Motion carried. 


A resolution from the City Council re- 
garding Architectural Design for homes 
in a new subdivision was referred to the 
Ordinance Committee. 


A letter from the Edward G. Hacker 
Company supporting architectural design 
for homes in a new subdivision was read 
and referred to the Ordinance Committee. 


A letter from the Michigan State High- 
way Department regarding the public hear- 
ing on the U.S. 16 relocation and expan- 
sion in Ingham County was read and 
placed on file. 


A copy of a letter from Attorney 
Charles R. Stiles, addressed to the Kess-. 
ler Construction Company regarding dam- 
age to Mr. Stiles’ client in connection 
with the digging of a sewer on Tenny 
Street was read and placed on file. 


The Director reported that he had had 
some conversation with the City Attorney 
regarding a change in the “D-1” Profes- 
sional Office Section of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance. The matter was referred to the 
Ordinance Committee, 


It was moved and supported, that in the 
future no matter pertaining to areas not 
yet annexed be brought before the Board 
unless advised by legal counsel, 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
date of the January meeting which nor- 
mally would fall on January 1, 1959, be 
changed to Tuesday, January 6, 1959. 


Motion carried. 


Chairman Brisbin reported on the Com- 
mittee of the Whole Meeting to review 
the basic studies of the new Master Plan, 
consisting of Introduction, Population, 
Economy, Land, Use and Housing. It was 
moved and supported that the tentative 
draft of the basic studies of the new 
Master Plan including the minor revisions 
be tentatively adopted. 


Motion carried.
